CLASS “A”—VI PROJET 


“AN ARMORY FOR A REGIMENT OF 
FIELD ARTILLERY” 


- Since the World War and the passage of the new 
_ National Defense Act, the public has been brought to 
a realization of the importance of the National Guard 
and many States are providing adequate housing facili- 
ties for their regiments.

_ A level rectangular site is provided in this program, 
200 feet wide by 350 feet long, with a city park on 
one short side, and streets on the other. The problem 
is divided into two parts, I, the Head House, contain- 
ing officers’ quarters, battery locker rooms, etc., and IT, 
Riding Hall, with stables, storerooms and accessories. 


~ HEAD HOUSE—The Head House should contain 
a number of stories to house the following: 


First Floor—Entrance lobby and drive; recruiting 
office, medical examining room, offices for two medical 
officers and dispensary; control office and two club 

- rooms with toilets for men and women. 


Upper Floors—The regimental organization consists 
of six batteries, plus a headquarters company, service 
battery, two combat trains, band and sanitary detach- 
ments. Offices for the regimental, battalion and bat- 
tery officers will fill one floor. Battery locker rooms 
for eighty men each will be accompanied by a small 
office for the first sergeant and a small storeroom for 
the supply sergeant. A small arms room will be pro- 
vided for each battalion of three batteries. One room, 
free of columns of about 5,000 square feet, will be 
required for dismounted drill, exercise, entertainment, 
etc. This should be so arranged as to provide simple 
kitchen facilities with toilets for men and women ad- 
joining. Band, locker room, toilets, etc., will be pro- 
vided at top of the building. 


RIDING HALL—The Riding Hall shall be as 
_ large an area as possible. A visitors’ balcony shall be 
provided at the Head House end, overlooking the 
arena. This balcony may occupy space in the Head 
House if desired, but access to it must be through the 
Head House. 


: . The basement of this section shall contain—stables 
for 100 horses, horseshoer’s room, saddler’s room, two 
saddle rooms of approximately 1 200 square feet each, 
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organization storeroom of 400 square feet each, ma- 
terial storeroom for each organization, 600 square 
feet, 60 yard rifle ee: heating plant, dismounted 
drill space. 


The Riding Hall must be so located as to give light 
to the basement. Suitable entrances and ramps must 
be provided to give easy access from the stables to 
hall, from the hall to street and stables to street.

CLASS “B”—VI PROJET 
“A WALL FOUNTAIN” 


The rear elevation of a museum faces a_ public 
garden. On account of its location at the end of the 
main axis of the garden, it has been decided to make 
a wall fountain the chief decorative feature of the 
elevation and the point of interest to terminate the 
garden vista. There are no openings in the rear eleva- 
tion of the museum, so the greatest freedom is per- 
mitted in the development of the fountain. The only 
limitation is that the fountain shall not exceed sixty 
feet in width. The height of the elevation, its archi- 
tectural character and the amount of projection of 
the fountain into the public garden are not fixed. 
Enough of the rear elevation shall be indicated to 
show how the fountain composes with the rear 
elevation.

“A SHELTER IN A PUBLIC SQUARE” 


In a large city the principal lines of surface cars 
pass along one side of the public square, around 
which are grouped the buildings. of the civic center.
